All theſe 7 are call'd wandr:no Stars 
for the Reaſons above named, and this Denomination hath a Di-. 
vine warrant from the Apoſtle fude v.13. where wandring Stars are. 
mentioned : [ A'reps5 mam) ] in the ſenſe only of the common Tudg- 
ment of Senſe which beholds them carryed aboutin a differing Courte 
ro the whole Circuir of Heaven beſide : Two of thoſe 7. Planets are 
theſe 2. Great Luminaries or Lights of the World, the Sunand Moon 
both which'be a whole Bundle of Wonders. The Swn is the Prince of 
Planets, yet 7 as his Hebrew Name[Shemeſh]Signines)is a S:rvant to 
Gods Servants: He cometh out of his Chamber as a Bridegroom ( with 
marvellous Splendor, .Pomp and Bravery,when he firſt ſhewerh him- 
{elf above our Horizon ) and Regozecth as a Champion to Kun his Race, 
Pſal. 19.4.5. This he Runs'with ſuch a wonderful Swiftneſs, as ex- 
ceedeth the Eagles Flighr, more than' the Eagle exceeds rhe flow 
Motion of the Snail ( Bellarmine faith, the Swn tunneth ſeven Thou. 
{nd Miles in the Eight part of an Hour.” Bll. d? Aſcens. Mentis in. 
Dcum prad. 7. ) and with ſuch [ycomp-rable Sweetiie's Ecclefl 11.7. 
that Exdoxrs the Philoſopher profefs'd his Willingneſs to be. burnt up. . 
preſently by the Su, ſo he might be but admitted ro come ſonear ir,. 
as to learn the admirable Narure of it, and Chryſoſtams cannot bur.
